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Abstract of JP2255977 

PURPOSE:To improve the compressing efficiency of the Japanese 
word information which is repetitively used by the comparatively 
long words of KAN J I (Chinese character) or KATAKANA (square 
form of Japanese syllabary) by using a means which detects the 
continuous groups of Japanese word processes of the specific 
codes and a means which allocates the codes to these continuous 
groups. 

CONSTirUTION:A character string detecting means 1 sets a 
process pointer at the head of the Japanese word information and 
calls out an encoding means 2 to carry out an encoding operation 
when the former half bytes of a character of a character string the 
equal to the sexadecimal 30 - 7E or 25. The means 2 extracts the 
continuous characters of a character string whose former half bytes 
are equal to the sexadecimal 30 - 7E and the continuous characters 
whose former bytes are equal to sexadecimal 25 and 21 with the 
latter half bytes equal to a sexadecimal 3C. When the character 
string is registered into a code table, the relevant register number is 
taken out. Otherwise a character string where the value next to the 
register number registered into the code table right before a due 
time point is extracted as a register number is registered into the 
code table. Then the value obtained by adding the highest rank bit 
to the value whose register number is expressed in a binary 
number is stored as a converted code. 
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
